Associated Press Cable 
MANCHESTER, Eng, Jan, 
Lancashire cotton mills were closed 
today against 250,000 weavers, whose 
representatives have refused flatly to 
accept a “more looms per weaver" 
system inaugurated by the mill own- 
ers.» 

The lockout brought Great Britain 
face to face with an even more ser- 
fous Jabor crisis than represented by 
the South Wales coal mine strike on 
the same day that the Wales coal 
strike officially ends, allowing 150,000 
miners there to go back to work.

JUSTICE DUFF 
TAKES DUTIES 
OF GOVERNOR 


Succeeds Willingdon Pend- 
ing Appointment of New 
Vice-Regent

OTTAWA, Ont, Jan, 17—Mr, Jus- 
tice Duff, of the Supreme Court of 
Canada, dast night became adminis- 
trator of the Dominion pending the 
appointment of a new governor gen- 
eral. The oath was administered Fri- 
day evening to Judge Duff, who, while 
administrator, will be entitled to be 
addressed as his excellency, at his 
home by E. J. Lemaire, clerk of the 
privy council. Viscount Willingdon, 
recently appointed viceroy of India, 
sailed from Saint John, N.B., yester- 
day for London 

An administrator is capable of dis- 
charging all the duties of the king's 
representative, and moreover, he is en- 
titled to be styled his excellency. 
Years ago, when the late Chief Justice 
Taschereau was administrator for a 
while he took the position that he 
was entitled to be thus referred to, 
and when some question was raised 
about it, the British authorities 
promptly decided that the chief justice 
was quite right. The administrator 
can refer to the government as “my 
ministers” with the same propriety as 
the governor general, 

The niceties of constitutional usage 
are meticulously observed by the au- 
thorities. Thus it was that Mr. Justice 
Duff could not be sworn in last night 
before a telegram had been received 
that the steamship Montcalm, carrying 
Viscount Willingdon to England, had 
passed from the territorial waters of 
Canada, or, in other words, the three- 
mile limit, and the calculation had to 
be made with regard to the difference 
between Aliantic and eastern time.

TORONTO, Jan, 17—Stating that 
the coasting laws of Canada are “.till | 
being evaded" by United States ship- 
owners, a resolution passed Friday by | 
the Great Lakes division, National | 
Association of Marine Engineers, in 
convention here, asks that action be

“The laws are being evaded", the | 
mariners declared, “by Canadian grain | 
having been shipped from Canadian 
head of the lakes to Buffalo and other 
United States points, and then trans- 
shipped from the United States ports | 
back to Montreal by United States | 
ships or by ships of the Canadian 
register which are owned and oper- | 
ated by U.S. capital. 

“We understand that the United 
States law re U.S. ownership of the 
vessels calls for 75 per cent, of said 
capital to be American; we recom- 
mended that the Canadian federal 
laws be amended so that Canadian 
ship-owners will be protected to the 
same extent. 

For many years, there has been con- 
siderable discussion between Canadian | 
and United States ship owners re- 
garding the “coasting laws". In past | 
years, when fall grain has been ship- 
ped from the head of the lakes, the 
Canadian government has permitted 
vessels of American or foreign regis- 
try to carry grain between Canadian 
ports and also to hold their cargoes in | 
Canadian ports for unloading in 
spring. The United States government | 
does not make the same concess'on to 
Canadian vessels on the United States 
side of the lakes.

LOWER PRICE WOULD HELP 


In another column appears a letter 
written by an Edmonton mine operator, 
indicating how the Dominion parliament, 
the railways, mine operators and miners 
might act together to cut down the price 
of Alberta coal, delivered in Ontario, by 
two dollars a ton. 

Whether such co-operation can_ be 
brought about there is no means of kriow- 
ing. What appears to be plain enough is 
that a reduction of that amount would 
very much improve the chance of selling 
Alberta coal in that province in large 
quantities. And the inference may be 
drawn from the letter that the selling 
campaign there is not getting along as 
well as hoped. 


THE STORE-WORKERS’ WEEK 


An impression seems to persist in some 
quarters that the city council could, if so 
minded, abolish the weekly half-holiday 
for store workers, and that council is in 
fact proposing to do that—by intention or 
otherwise—in framing a new bylaw which 
permits merchants to keep open for six 
full days per week if they choose to do so. 

That misapprehension probably arose 
from the fact that the nine-hour day and 
the six-day week are allowable under the 
Minimum Wage Act. If there were noth- 
ing in the city charter to conflict, that 
provision would presumably be applicable 
to store employees in the city. Permitting 
the stores to remain open on Wednesday 
afternoons might in that case mean that 
clerks would be required to work the full 
six days. 

But in the closing hours of the last 
session of the legislature an amendment 
to the city charter was introduced by the 
Premier, and passed, which definitely 
states that clerks shall not be required to 
work in Edmonton stores for more than 
five and a half days per week, except dur- 
ing the month of December. The city 
charter is as much the act of the provin- 
cial legislature as the Minimum Wage Act, 
and the city council has no more power to 
alter the one than the other. 

The fact thus is that the clerks are not 
indebted to anything the city council has 
done, nor to anything it may or may not 
do, for the right to a half-day off per 
week, That right has been translated in- 
to the law of the province, and no author- 
ity except the legislature can interfere 
with it. 


THE CITY’S OUTLOOK 


There is no reason to assume that the 
very favorable showing made by Edmon- 
ton last year will not be equalled or sur- 
passed by the record of the present year. 

The taxpayers have approved money 
bylaws which provide for carrying out a 
fairly extensive program of improvements, 
and conditions are favorable for getting 
quite as large an amount of work done 
for the money expended as last year. 

The utility enterprises, other than the 
street railway, operate with no great 
fluctuation in revenue or operating cost 
from year to year; and the street railway 
may be reasonably assumed to have 
touched the low point in traffic and reve- 
nue during last year. 

If there was little temptation for peo- 
ple last year to neglect tax payments and 
speculate with the money, the prospect is 
that the temptation will be no stronger 
this year, and that payments will be cor- 
respondingly good, 

It is to be expected that general busi- 
ness conditions will improve in the com- 
ing months, To suppose the contrary 
would be to accept a “defeatist” attitude. 
The world grain markets cannot remain 
in their present demoralized position in- 
definitely. And as general conditions im- 
prove the utilities will benefit, the paying 
of taxes will become easier, and council 
will feel warranted in undertaking more 
improvement work. 

Edmonton as a corporation has been 
carrying on steadily, despite the depres- 
sion, and is in position to continue to do 
so. City work helped very effectively to 
offset the scarcity of employment last 
summer, and will help again next sum- 
mer,

stimulate business, and bring about the 
return of prosperity. 

That is precisely what governments 
should not do while conditions remain as 
they are. “Times like these” are times 
when governments should maintain the 
salary level, and should spend money free- 
ly. They can borrow moriey now cheaper 
than when times are good. They can get 
better value for their expenditures, In 
maintaining salaries they will maintain 
the public buying power which sustains 
business. And the more money they spend 
in the construction of public works, and 
in other really useful ways, the less they 
will have to spend for relief. 

The “rigid economy” remedy for a 
state of depression has been tried in Can- 
ada, times withofit number. It never pro- 
duced results in any but one direction. And 
it always produced results in that direc- 
tion. The effect always has been—and 
always must be-—to reduce the buying 
power that makes business possible, to in- 
crease the battalions of the unemployed, 
to increase the number of demands for re- 
lief, and to make hard times harder. 

And when the country—with little or 
no help from its governments—has strug- 
gled back to more prosperous conditions, 
the governments have stepped promptly 
out, borrowed money at high rates of in- 
terest, and spent it in undertakings which 
could have been done at less cost and with 
greater public advantage when things 
were slack, 

There is a time for “rigid economy,” 
but this is not the season. The time to cut 
government expenditures is when there is 
least need of them being made; when pri- 
vate enterprise is pouring money into new 
investments, when prices are normal, when 
trade is brisk, when employment is plen- 
tiful, when government help is not needed 
to create work and keep business alive. 

Curiously enough, the “rigid econo- 
mist” is seldom heard from at the time 
when, by all the rules of common sense, 
governments should do their economising. 
When revenue is coming in easily and 
everyone is prosperous, the champion of 
unseasonable rigidity whoops it up cheer- 
fully for large expenditures; and then, 
when the wind changes, he whoops just as 
lustily for governments to tighten their 
purses and help to make bad times worse. 

One of the main reasons why things 
are not going well at the present time is 
that too many people are practising this 
“rigid economy”; some because they have 
to, and many others because they are 
afraid to spend. If governments start 
hoarding, too, that will only aggravate the 
evil and prolong the agony. If they take 


the contrary course, and do their heavy 
spending when others are not spending, 
they will render immeasurable service in 
helping to tide the country over the pre- 
sent dull period.

Health and Diet Advice

WHAT TO DO FOR BLACK EYES 


Once in a while the newspapers print the picture 
of a famous person who has been given a black eye 
in a fistic encounter, For example, a lot of free pub- 
licity was given a girl belonging to a noted sister 
team and also to the mother of a well known female 
evangelist on account of black eyes, While a black 
eye, in a case like this, may be worth thousands of 
dollars in damage suits or free publicity, the majority 
of people are unable to profit by black eyes. In many 
cases, the ridicule which lasts as long as the eye is 
discolored is much more painful than the injury itself. 

Nature endeavored to protect the eye with a bony 
defense consisting of the cheekbone and the bone 
under the eyebrow, so that a blow aimed for the eye 
is apt to strike a hard bone instead of the soft parts 
of the eye. Over this hard bony defense is laid a rich 
supply of blood vessels and also @ supply of soft 
tissues and skin. When the tissues and skin over the 
bony ridges are struck forcibly, the small blood vessels 
are mashed between the bone and the outer covering. 
Thus the blood vessel walls are damaged and the 
blood seeps out into the nearby tissues. 

A black and blue eye is just like a bruise, It is 
painful when touched, may throb, and the length of 
time it may exist depends upon the extent of the 
injury. The best thing to do when you have received 
a blow upon the region of the eye is to use cold 
applications as soon as possible and continue them 
for the first hour. If you are unable to treat the 
eye with cold until it is already discoiored, then use 
hot applications for a half hour at a time, applying 
them as often as four or five times a day, as this 
will assist in taking down the swelling and reducing 
the congestion, Cold water, when used right away 
is of value in lessening the amount of blood which 
oozes in under the skin from the capillaries, The 
old standby was raw beefsteak; however, I am sure 
that you will find cold water applications will do 
more good, 

It is not usually advisable to drain the blood by 
piercing the skin, as Infection may result unless great 
care is used, After three days, if the discoloration 
persists, the eye may be gently massaged with cold 
cream, rubbing it in gently with the fingers, but no 
| rubbing should be done the first day, as it would 
cause further bleeding. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

Question: J. K. asks: “Would pyorrhea cause 
redness and twitching of the eyes and numbness of 
the nose? Is there any cure for pyorrhea without 
having the teeth extracted?” 

Answer: The poisoning from pyorrhea may pro- 
duce the symptoms you have described. It is pos- 
sible to bring about a complete cure of pyorrhea at 
certain stages, but you must go to a dentist who is a 
specialist in this ling of treatment and who will treat 
the teeth and gums over a period of several months. 
| At the same time, your diet must be well-balanced to 
avoid acidosis and over-acidity of the stomach, which 
is doubtless a fundamental cause in addition to the 
pyorrhea infection,

THE FARMER'S COSTS 

Statements made Wednesdayat Winnipeg by Mr, 
John I. McFarland, General Manager of the Can- 
adian Wheat Pool, bring realization once more that 
the wheat situation and the plight of the Western 
grain grower require careful, constructive action if 
Canada’s basic industry is to resume its rightful place 
in the country’s economies.

CANADA'S COAL PROBLEM 


Editor Bulletin: 

Here is a solution for Canada’s 
coal problem, The four “ifs”. 

Ist—If the railroads will reduce 
their present freight rates to the 
East and to the Coast 75c per ton; 

2nd—If the Dominion Govern- 
ment will put a duty of 50c per ton 
on American coal; 

3rd—If the Mine Owners will re- 
duce their price 50c per ton to the 
Consumer; 

4th—If the Miner will reduce his 
price on mining of coal 25c¢ per 
ton; 

A total reduction of $2.00 per ton 
would be the outcome. 

The Government would be able to 
keep $60,000,000 in Canada that at 
the present time goes to the United 
States annually for fuel. 

The railroads’ gross revenue would 
be increased many millions of dol- 
lars, for they must maintain their 
tracks with their present tonnage, 
and they have the equipmént to 
handle the business. Cars and loco- 
motives will not depreciate much 
more in service than when standing 
idle. One large type locomotive, 
such as is being used today, will 
easily handle eighty (80) loaded 
40-ton cars, East or West, which at 
the reduction asked for (namely, 
5c per ton) would leave $6.00 per 
ton carrying charges, East and 
would amount to $19 200.00 for an 
80-car train to Ontario, and $10,- 
880.00 to the Coast. 

1 defy the railroads to show that 
the above costs would exceed fifty 
(50%) per cent of the amount of 
revenue collected 

The mines would run from ten to 
twelve months annually, which 
would ensure operators against loss 
on their investment and bring many 
thousands of dollars into circulation 
in Canada, which would not only 
help the coal industry but every 
other industry in Canada and keep 
the $60,000 000 at home which now 
goes to industries in the United 
Btates. 

The miner would be much better 
off to be able to work ten to twelve 
months in the year at a small re- 
duction on his present contract 
than he would to be working four or 
five months at the price he is now 
getting. The Government would be 
relieved of the responsibility of car- 
ing for him and his family through- 
out the long season of unemploy- 
ment. Royalty to the Government 
would also be increased many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

The farmer would have A greater 
market for his wheat, oats, hay, 
beef, pork, butter and eggs, poultry, 
ets. The manufacturer would have 
an expanded market for clothing, 
shoes, hardware, oils and greases, 
in fact, supplies of all kinds. Banks 
would be benefitted.

Bulletin News Special 
PARIS, Jan, 17.—The grave locat- 
ing service of the French army an- 
nounced definitely Wednesday that 
the remains of the American poet- 
soldier, Alan Seeger, have been 


definitely lost and that there is no) 


way to mark the grave where Alan | 

Seeger had his famed “rendezvous 

with death.” 

Seeger fell wounded in the stomach 
as he ran forward with fixed bayonet 
to the attack of the village of Belloy- 
en-Santerre, July 4, 1916, as a mem- 
ber of the Tenth company of the 

| marching regiment of the French | 

Foreign Legion. 

Seeger was seen to fall, crawl into 
the shelter of a shell-hole and when 
the battle was over he was found | 
dead, His body was found naked, his 
shirt and tunic being beside him and 
his rifle planted in the ground, with | 
the butt in the air, a handkerchief | 
tied to the butt to attract the atten- 
tion of stretcher bearers, 

By the light of a pocket flashlamp, 
his comrades of the legion buried 
Seeger in one big grave made for the | 
hundreds of dead of the regiment. 
The tomb was situated on Hill 76 to 
the south of Belloy. A few months | 
later, the legion returned to that | 
region, but so changed was the land- | 
scape by the German bombardment | 
that not even the hill on which the 
grave had been dug could be found. 

The French graves service has spent 
more than 10 years searching in that 
part of the battlefield for the tomb 
| and is now convinced that the bom- 
bardment which tore off the hill scat- 
tered the bodies, and if they were 
buried again by troops which took 
over the sector, there is no trace. 
Seeger will lie in an unmarked grave, 
the sublime fate he chose for himself

according to a year-old report from 
Bernard Harbor reaching the head- 
quarters of “G" division of the Royal 
Canadian Mount Police in Edmon- 
ton, 

The Eskimo girl, who ts really good- 
looking, causé¢d a sensation when she 
arrived in Edmonton three years ago 


with her American husband, Bill 
Bezona, Arctic trapper, and three 
children, who had never tasted 


bananas and oranges in their lives 
until they reached the end of the 
steel, Bezona died two winters ago, 
and he was her third husband. 

According to the report, Lucy was 
cooking for three N.AM.E. pros- 
pectors, inter-bound at Coppermine 
river post, when one of the men, Wm 
Storrs, pumping a .22 repeating rifle 
accidentally discharged it and the 
bullet hit James Higelak, the baby 
which was lying in a bunk

exonerated from all blame, The R.C 
M.P. patrol from Bernard harbor met 
the doctor on the trail near Cape 
Krasenstern and got the details from 
him The shooting occurred on 
November 7, 1929.

TORONTO, Ont., Jan, 17—The 
body of the sixtieth annual report of 
the Dominion Bank, covering results 


of the bank's operations for the year 
ended December 31, 1930, has just 
been mailed to the shareholders. The 
report shows a strong liquid position. 

Net profits of $1,409,747 are only 
$113,000 below the previous year, when 
they were the highest in the bank's 
history, After distributing approxi- 
mately $910,000 in the form of divi- 
dends and a bonus to shareholders, 
providing $180,000 for taxation, and) 
a contribution of $50,000 to the offi- 
cers’ pension fund, $200,000 has been | 
written off bank premises account, 
and $444,000 carried forward in pro- 
fit and loss account, an increase over 
the previous year's figure of $70,000. 

Deposits have been exceptionally 
well maintained. Those bearing in- 
terest amounted to $86,638.000, a de- 
cline of less than $1,500,000 during 
the year, and deposits not bearing in- 
terest decreased approximately $4,- 
450,000. + 

The percentages of cash assets and 
immediately available assets to pub- 
lic Mabilities are both higher than a) 
year ago—present cash assets of $25,-) 
464,000 being approximately 21 per 
cent of public liabilities, and the im- 
mediately available assets of $64,896,- | 
346 being nearly 58.50 per cent of

Present Child Welfare 
Laws Great Credit to 
Modern World

WINNIPEG, Jan. 17—Paying high 
tribute to the work which has been 
done in the interests of- welfare work 
'n Manitoba by Hon. E. W Montgom- | 
ery, the province's first minister of | 
public health, Miss Mildred McMurray, | 
LL.B, head of the legal branch of the 
ch'ld welfare department, gave ao re- 
sume of the progress in child welfare 
work {n Manitoba, in an address be- 
fore the Caledonian club. Contrast- 
ing the ideals of humanity of today 
and 100 years ago Miss McMurray in- 
stanced that at that time, in England, 
every child over four years of age was 
estimated to be self-supporting; that 
in the factories children labored from 
five o'clock in the morning till eight 
o'clock at night, with one hour off for 
meals, and on Sundays worked from 
six to 12 in the morning cleaning the 
machinery. Workhouse children were 
apprenticed out, receiving no remun- 
eration for their work, and provision 
for the employment of mental defec- | 
tives was made in a law which re- 
quired every employer to employ one 
“Idiot” to every 20 normal workers. 

The first step in Manitoba's child 
welfare history had been taken in 
1917, when a commission was ap- 
pointed to invest'gate child welfare 
legislation in various parts of the 
world. The Child Welfare Aci of 1922 
she declared, was a monument to the 
vision and statesmanship of those who 
designed it. It was redrafted and pro- 
claimed in September, 1924, Not long 
after, the machinery was found to be 
inadequate, and in September, 1927, a 
minister of health was appointed. The 
department was the most important 
and at the same time the most diffi- 
cult one in the provincial govern- 
ment. 

The next step in the developraent of 
the department, was the investigation 
and report of Miss Charlotte Whit- 
ton, director of child welfare for the 
dominion in 1928. On her recommen- 
dation the department was divided 
‘nto three branches: that of mothers’ 
allowances, headed by Miss Gertrude 
Childs; child care and protection, un- 
der Miss Elsie Lawson, and the legal 
department, of which Miss McMurray 
is the head,

“What's the big idea?” protested Mr. Spec- 
tacles. “I ain’t doing nothing.” 

The tall man entered into no argument. He 
merely repeated in a casual tone, “We don’t 
want you,” and this time there was a menacing 
grip in the fingers that clasped the other’s 
coat. Whereupon Mr. Spectacles shrugged his 
shoulders with an air of bravado, and accom 
panied the tall man to the entrance gate.

The man who had been escorted outside the 
racing enclosure was one of the most notorious 
mutuel ticket thieves on the continent. He who 
had “given hia the gate” was William Lancas 
ter, head of a protective organization that spe- 
cializes in the work of safeguarding the racing 
public from pickpockets, ticket thieves, shady 
touts and confidence men in general. In Can 
ada you will find him at Thorncliffe Park, 
Long Branch, Dufferin Park and the two Wind 
sor tracks while our turf season is in full 
At other times his duties take him to 


Bowie, Havre de Grace, Marlboro and other 
American race meetings. And wherever you 
see him, he'll be passing in and out of the 


crowd, watching the long queues of bettors, or 
hunting around for some crook who has slipped 


| into the track, and who must be located before 


he has victimized some of its patrons. 

Mr. Lancaster himeelf is easily identified. 
He stands well over six feet one inch in his 
stockings and his broad shoulders would fill an 
average doorway. It may be that his stature 
helps him quite a bit in his task of overlooking 
and, protecting the crowds at a race meet; but | 


| what helps him more than anything else is his 


wide acquaintance with shady characters that | 
choose the tracks as their happy hunting} 


ground, together with his recognized ability to | 


| size up a suspect with nothing but bis own sus- 


picions and detective instincts to guide him. 

On one occasion he rid a Toronto track of a} 
man and a woman who were éxpert ticket | 
thieves. To use Mr. Lancaster’s own words: | 
“T didn’t know this chap, but I finally ‘made’ | 
him after he had touched a person, and that 
was his finish.” } 

Ticket thieves are the meanest species of | 
crooks that prey on race track crowds. They 
keep close watch on the bettors as they pur- 
chase their tickets and note in which pocket 
they are placed. “The pocket of a coat makes 
it easy,” said Mr. Lancaster. “The thief will 
follow his prey until he mixes with the crowd 
Then when the horses are 
in action, and everyone is watching them, the 
thief will grab the ticket, and pass it to a con- 
federate, usually a woman.” Ticket thieves 
haunt the crowds that line up at the rail, ac-| 
cording to Mr. Lancaster, which is one chief | 
reason why the detective and his assistants 
keep a watchful vigil on the throngs that take | 
up their position along the rail when a race is | 
in progress. 

““Cannons” Work in Gangs 
NGIDENTALLY, Mr. Lancaster added al 
word of advice to turf fans. ‘‘When a man | 

buys a ticket, he should put it in his pants) 
pocket,” he said, “not in the pocket of his coat, | 
because if there are any ticket thieves around 
they'll get that voucher.” And, having said | 
this, he remarked with a grim laugh, “But we've 
cleaned ’em up pretty well now, although, of 
course, there are new ones coming into the 
racket and getting away with it until we ‘make’ | 
them. What we aim to do is to prevent crooks 
from preying on the public,” he added. “And 
so when we spot a man whom we know to be 
a shady character we just invite him to leave. 
And he goes.” 

A few years ago, the Windsor tracks were 
invaded by pickpockets from Detroit and other 
American cities, and Mr. Laneaster and his as- 
sistants had a busy time.

Some years ago, the track managements 
were victimized by an ingenious fraud which 
cost them large sums of money. The man or 


men behind this scheme altered mutuel tickets | 


and presented them for payment, and so skil- 
fully was the change made in the numbers that 
even the most expert cashiers were deceived. 
Following a lot of patient investigatery work, 
Mr. Lancaster at last detected the main culprit, 
| who had made a handsome income by his frau- 
dulent ingenuity. This man was a real artist in 
his line, but Mr. Lancaster refused to furnish 
! details as to his modus operandi, on the score

The chlorine rises directly into the pipe-line

Canada. The hydrogen is not allowed to escape 
at once, but is used to perform some cute 
chemical tricks with the parent solution in the! 
| cell, with the result that when the reaction is| 
over there is a mass of caustic soda remaining 
in the cell. 

And what use is this caustic soda? It is 
used in the manufacture of soap, in paper mak- 
ing, in the preparation of greases and other! 
heavy lubricants and in the refining of oil.
